To Appeal to Governor. 


The three ministers named and 
several others, including a physi- 
Cc. Chamnes, called a 
meeting for this afternoon at the 
First Baptist Church, to draft an 
appeal to Gov. Smull. 

The nine klansmen were arrested 
at the Methodist Church, of which 
the Rev. Mr. Glotselty is -pastor, 
after they had dickered for arrest 
by the “right people’ and impv:s- 
onment in a friendly jail. They 
were assembled at the grocery store 
of Charles Denham, one of the men 
injured Saturday, when they were 
informed by telephone of the issu- 
ance of warrants. State's Attorney 
Duty had ordered that they be ar- 
rested and placed in jail at Mari- 
on, but when it was promised that 
Deputy Sheriffs George Walter anu 
Edward Fergus, reputed klansmen, 
would be sent for them, they re- 
tired to the church and waited. 

Upon the arrival of the deputies, 
the klansmen agreed on Murphys- 
boro, and were taken there in @u- 
tomobiles, It'was announced, as a 
precaution, that they hal been 
taken to Harrisburg, county seat of 
Saline County.

COCOA ON U. S. TRIP 


No Smoking a. Tobacco to Be 
Allowed Aboard New Naval 
Diri irigible; Coffee Once Daily. 


By the Associated Press. 
FRIEDRICHSHAFIN, Germany, 


Sept. 1. — Sausage meat, more 
tightly compressed into the cas- 


ings than ever before attempted, 
will form the main ration of the 
German crew which takes. the 
Ameyican Navy dirigible ZR-8 
across the Atlantic to Lakehurst, 
Ape F Especially prepared «con- 
centrated foods will make up the 
remainder of the menu. For the 
Americans on board the aircraft 
there will be some canned meats, 
but they will have at least one 
Sausage ration daily. Coffee will 
be served in the mornings only, 
provided the weather is fair. 

Hans von Schiller, who is in 
charge of the commissary of the 
airship, is planning to serve cocoa 
chiefly as a drink, because of its 
nourishing qualities. There will be 
in the larder of the dirigible hard- 
tack, concentrated meat cubes and 
canned vegetables. Fruit will be 
served sparingly. Schiller will pro- 
vide plenty of drinking water, but 
individuals may take aboari some 
“bottled goods” if they so desire. 
There is to be no smoking tobac- 
co allowed. 

All the food carried by the ZR-3 
will be of German manufacture, no 
Americafi firm having made an of- 
fer to supply concentrated goods. 

The task of altering the motors 
of the ZR-3 continued today. The 
next trial flight of the dirigible 
will take place next Thursday or 
Friday.

NIGHT FLIGHT BY DIRIGIBLE 
AS PART OF WAR PROBLEM 


Field to Point in. St. Louis 
County and Return. 
As part of a technical war prob- 


lem for the *pui'pose of training, 


the TA-2, a dirigible, will fly from 
Scott Field to a point in St. Louis 
County and return to its home basc 
between 8 and 19:30 o'clock to- 
night. 

This flight is desjgned to exem- 
plify possible use of the lighter 
than-air ship in connection with 
war emergency, and is a continua- 
tion of the night flying practic» 
that has been carried on from Scott 
Field during the summer months. 

The problem assumes a bostile 
situation between two towns close 
to St. Louis where troops of op- 
posing armies are assembling for 
battle.

Ir rador, Sept. 1. — (By Wireless )— 
The United States army flyers took 
the last dangerous hop from Green- 
land to Labrador in safety yoster- 
day and are once more on contin- 
ental North America, after travel- 
ing completely around the world to 
reach here. 

The honor of being the first fly- 
ers to girdle the world by air is 
now within reaching distance of the 
pilot Lieuts. Lowell H. Smith 
and Eric Nelson and mechanic’ans, 
Lieuts. John Harding Jr., and 
Leslie P. Arnold, 

At 1:08, Eastern standard t‘me 
yesterday afternoon, they complet- 
ed their crossing of the North At- 
lantic Ocean which has been 60 
beset with mishaps and delay. 

They had been compelled to wait 
for Nays at Ivigtut, Greenland, aft- 
er the hop from Iceland, the most 
dangerous one of all. Thus at last 
an opening in the bad weather 
held out a chance of success, anid 
with new engines they left the wa- 
ter at Ivigtut at 6:25 a. m., East- 
ern,standard time. 

“Sunset Chasers” Home. 

There was a northwest wind 
blowing diagonally against thei, 
varying from 20 40 miles per 
hour, but at times their own speed 
reached 125 miles. 

In six houre and 49 minutes they 
covered the 570 miles across Da- 
vis Straits and came down to their 
moorings at Ice Tickle, Labrador.

WASHINGON, Sept. 10.—Assail- 


ing the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties, which he declared 
offer nothing to rem@dy “the evils 
which have arisen under their /re- 
spective administrcetions and as a 
result of their policies,”” Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin, in a La- 
bor day message broadcast by a 
chain of radio stations, appealed 
today te the voters of the nation to 
support his indepencent candidacy 
for the presidency. 

This address is the first extended 
utterance of Senator La Follette 
since his nomfnation and»does for 
his cause what President Coolidge 
and John W. Haws did in their 
speeches of acceptance—outlines 
the comneign issues as he sees

“protected by certain laws and by 
the faflure to enforce others, and 
whose power is so great that both 
of the old parties have become its 
abject; slaves.” 

“The message of the Republican 
and Democratic parties,” -eaid La 
Follette, “is a message of despair.

Text of Speech. 

The text of Senator La Follette’s 
speech follows:

“If labor is to hold the ground 
that it has gained, which is an- 
other way of saying that if Amer- 
ica is.to remain American, there 
are_three great constructive duties 
before the American people. 

“The first is, to preserve equality 
of opportunity and make the na- 
tion secure against any tendency to 
harden into a system of caste. We 
do not want men and women in 
this country to remain tied to the 
stations which their fathers cccu- 
pied. We wish all fathers and all 
mothers to nurse the hope that 
their .children may lead happier 
and broader lives than they *hem- 
selves have known. 

“The second duty is to so ar- 
range and so administer our Gov- 
ernment as to preserve equality of 
right. Whether we are dealing 
with the tariff, with taxatioa, with 
finance, with the railroads, with | 
agriculture, with industry, or what 
subject soever, we must make sure 
that there is no discrimination in 
our laws either for or against the 
farm or the factory, the country- 
side cr the city, the East or the 
West. All our laws must be so 
framed and so applied as to leave 
all men every liberty.which Is con- 
sistent with the equal liberty of 
others.
